27 (AP)—American troops completed conquest of rhe deep- 
\varer port of ~Cherl»ourg~to<iay7 while a" pd%verTur^BrfEish- 
offensive swept up three more towns and punched within 
three miles of the eastern Normandy bastion of Caen. 


In the battle of Cherbourg "the enemy has lost the 


greater part of four infantry divisions, numerous naval and 
marine units, and line of communication troops," supreme 
headquarters declared. 


The doughboys captured Lt. Gen. Car! Wilheim Von 


SchSieben. Nazi garrison commander, and Rear Admiral Hen- 
necke, sea defense commander of Normandy. Salvage ex- 
perts rushed in to make the great docks and harbor a tre- 
mendous funnel of men arid supplies for the battles to. lib- 
erate Europe. 


Montgomery Pounding'Out Advances 


But already Gen. Sir Bernard L. Montgomery was batter- 


ing out on the eastern nank, v.-ith British troops driving- east 
and southeast of Tilly-sur-SeulIes. 'Field-dispatches said for- 
ward elements were less than three miles due Avest of the 
stronghold of Caen, and within a mile of the main road run- 
ning southwest from Caen across the base of the Normandy 
peninsula.

Cheux and St. Manvieu. in a stretch running some live miles 
east of Tillv.
